Denial of AIDS ‘epidemic frustrates many

Happy New Year is part of the 
Season's ‘greeting many of us 
give and receive at this time of 
year. 

But for people who have AIDS, 
the future is clouded with uncer- 
tainty and frustration. 

Some are frustrated because 
they feel abandoned by their 
eommunity.

been evicted from their hore 
and cannot find a- place to 
their last days. Some si 
may be tired of catchin, 
accusatory glances tha’ 
say, ‘‘Oh no, you have Af : 
~The biggest problem in St. 
Louis“is the denial that there is 
a problem,"’ said Dr. Linda Fish 
er, chief medical officer for St.

Elfreda Stanley of the Metro- 
politan St. Louis AIDS Program 
said this denial of AIDS spills 
over into the area’s minority 
communities. 3 

Stanley, who also spoke at the 
World AIDS -Day symposium, 


said that- while whites make up 
60 percent of the nation’s AID: 
cases, blacks and Hispanics, 
according to percentage, are 
being hit hardest. 

Blacks, which comprise only 
11 percent of the total popula- 
tion, make up 25 percent of - 
national AIDS cases; Hispanics, 
which represent only 7 percent 
of the country’s population, com- 
prise 14 percent of AIDS cases, 
Stanley said 

But many minorities believe 


. AIDS is a disease among white 


males, Stanley said 

“The myth (is) that this is a 
gay male disease. It's time for 
that:to end,” she said. “This is a-— 
disease that doesn’t discrimi- 
“nate.” 

However, if community resi- 
dents work together, most offi- 
cials believe that the future will 
be better for AIDS sufferers in 
St. Louis.

Charles Frederick, R-Dupo, 
who voted against the fee scale, 
wondered why the department- 
needed’ money for its existing 
inspection program when it just 
started a new consumer safety 
program. 

Hutchison explained’ the 
department had planned to start 
a consumer..safety program 
when it opened in 1986, but it 
didn’t have the necessary 
resources until recently. 

“It’s not a large, expensive 
program,’’ Hutchison said. ‘It’s 
a way of channeling information 
to the public.” > 

David Hickey, D-Belleville, 
said he felt the department 
didn’t neéd to charge inspection 
fees since it has $340,000 tied up 
in investments. Hickey added he 
disagreed with the idea of a slid-

“The findings contradict a 
widespread stereotype ... that 
the persistently poor have given 
up all hope of self-sufficiency 
and have abandoned all -respon- 
sibility for their own lives,” said 
Chambers.

The closest — and one of the 
most visited — group of islands 
in the.sun is the Bahamas—off 
Florida’s southeast coast. 

The Bahamas consists of 700 
separate islands, only 40 of 
which are inhabited. The capital 
is Nassau, on New Providence 
Island, which is 21 miles long 
@nd 7% miles wide. Half the 
population of the Bahamas 
resides in this metropolitan cen. 
ter, which long has been a popu- 
lar port for cruise ships. 

More than 500 cruise ships call 
at Nassau annually, averaging 
about 10 a week. This accounts 
for 500,000 of the 2.5 million visi- 
tors each year. Although just 30 
minutes from Miami by air, the 
sailings usually are overnight. 

Sightseeing in the city is com: 

ict, and if you don’t mind hoof- 
ing along a few steep side 
streets, it is easy to get around. 
For outlying attractions, you can 
take a taxi, an organized tour, 
or the public transportation, 
which is efficient because the lit- 
tle buses are privately owned 
and the government-licensed 
drivers compete for passengers. 

The sparkling-clean govern- 
ment house, Fort Charlotte, the 
Queen’s Staircase, Fort Fin- 
castle, and the water tower — 

offering a panoramic view of 
Nassau and Paradise Island 
are on all the tours. 

Horse-drawn surreys also are 
available for a slower-paced ride 
through the immediate down- 
town. English is the spoken lan- 
guage, but a pidgin version is 
used by many locals, so be sure 
your driver is conversational in 
the king’s English, otherwise the 
expected sightseeing narration 
will be exceedingly brief. 

The colorful Nassau straw 
market once was outdoors in 
Rawson Square near the cruise 
ship docks, but it now has been 
moved indoors on Bay Street. 
For some it has ‘lost much of its 
charm, and today is just another
